There are few eras in our 
history which have been marked by so many 
deaths of prominent individuals, as the last 
three months, 

In our obituary edlaman to-day, will be 
found another-addition to the list of remark- 
able deceased, in.the death of Madam. Zu- 
lime -Gardette, the mother_of. Dr. Gardette, 
of this vity, aud of Mrs. Myra Clark Gaines. 


‘She died i in this city, at the residence of her 


son, Dr Gardette, nt the advanced age of 
sevefity-eight years, This lady was the he- 


|roine of that intensely interesting romance 


in real life, which was developed in the law- 
suit of -Mrs.. Gaines. | 

Her maideu name was Zulime Carriere. 
She was born in the old French colony of 
Biloxi. Her parents were emigrants from 
thedand of poetry and romance —the ‘favo~ 


ite home of the Troubadours—Provence 
} The blood of. the Gipsey rave, whieh, in the 


eaily days of Louisiana, settled along our 
sea-coust, and whose lovely daughters were 
the special objects of the admiration and 
love of the gallant French cavaliers who es- 
tablished the first colonies, mingled with that 
of the povtic Provencal. From such a stock, 
itis not remarkable that Zulime Carriere 
should have derived extraordinary beanty . 


4 The charms of herself and ber three sisters | 


were universal themes of admiration in the 
colony of Louisiana. The warm and genial 
clunate, and juxurious atmosphere -of the 
sea-shore, ripened these charms into full ma- 
turity ata-very early age. Zulime~ had 
hardly emerged into her teens, before her 
hand was sought by numerous suitors, The 
successful wepirant gained his point, as Claude 


-Melnatte in Bulwer’s play did—by holding 


‘au imaginary coronet, or other insignia of 
nobility, before the eyes of a beautiful but 
unsuspecting giil of thirteen, She was 
‘caught by the glittering bait. The French 
nobleman soon dwindled into a confectioner, 
and, what was worse, a matried man, who 
had never been divorced. He was arrested 
anid tried by an ecclesiastical court in this 
city, for bigamy—was convicted and sen- 
tenved to be punished, but afterwards es- 
caped, afid was heard no more of. ‘Thus 
ended’ Zutime’s relation with Jerome de 
Grange. 

Pending this proceeding, and after the dis- 
covery of De Grange’s previous marriage, 
there yrew ep an intimacy between Zulime 
aud Daniel Clark, then a leading man in this 
colony,--a dashing, whole-souled Irishman, 
reported to be very wealthy-—-of very popu- 
Jar character and agreeable manners. — Clark 
was just tke gallant, chivalrous man to es- 
pouse the cause of an unprotected and wrong- 
ed woman. It is said——but as from this 
puint starts the protracted litigation which 
has recently engaged so much of the time 
and attention. of our courts, we must be 
understood as giving the version related by 
the deceased lady herself and her friends ,— 
that Clark having met Zulime in Philadel- 
phia, and satisfied himself as to the existence 
of De Grange’s bigamy, atid the consequent 
nultity of his marriage with Miss Carriere, 
promptly offered her his hand and beart, but 
suggested thé prudence of ‘keeping their 
marriage a secret, until they could complete 
the proof of De Grange’s crime. They 
were then martied. Of-this marriage, but 
one witness was living when the suit was 
brought by Mrs. Gaines, and that was the 
sister of Zulime. But there were corrobo- 
rating circumstances, upon whieh the proof 
of the reality of such & counection was 

rested. 

After her marriage to Clark, in 1802, 
Zulime returned to New-Orleans, to take 
further legal proceedings to invalidate, or 
rather authenticate, the illegality of the mar- 
riage with De Grange. A suit was. brought. 
for this purpose in the civil courts of the 
Territory, and judgment was obtained 
against De’ Grange. In the mean time, 
Clark had advanced in years and honors.—- 
The gallant youth of 1802 had become the 
ambitious politician and millionaire. As the 
popularanan of a powerful territory, he was 
sent a delegate of the territory to © pngeets. 
Here he soon forgot the poor Creole giri, 
and-began to meditate a more brilliant mar- 
riage connection. The object of this aspi- 
ration was the lovely Miss Caton, of. Mary- 
land, a grand-daughter of Charles Carroll,

| belle, and Clark’s fine manners, distinguished 
position, and great wealth, no doubt, render- 
ed him a desirable match for so brilliant and 
aecomplished a beauty. They were en- 
gaged; but some stories of his enemies 
caused a sudden termination of their rela- 
tions. ; 

On hearing of his courtship of Miss Caton, 
the unfortunate Zulime again went.to Phila- 
delphia to. procure pruofs of her marriage 
with Clark. But alas! Clark, it was alleged, 


i under the influence of a reckless ambition, 


had made way with those proofs; poor 
Zulime again found herself the victim - of 
man’s treachery. Ina feeling of desertion 
and helplessness, alone among  stratigers, 
whose habits were foreign to her, she accept- 


.| ed the hand of Dr. Gardette, who generous- 


ly and magnanimously, relying on her truth 
andsincerity, united his fate and fortune 
with hers. From that period her life flowed 
smoothly on in the discharge of her duties 
as a wife and mother. 

Shortly after her marriage with Gardette, 
Clark had suffered his severe rebuff from the 
lovely Miss Caton. In a spirit of true peni- 
tence, he harried to Philadelphia, saw Zulime, 
and declared Kis determination“to prociaim 
their marriage. But it was too late. She 
informed him that she was Mrs, Gardette.— 

Clark was deeply distressed at this, and ex- 
hibited a sincere penitence. ~He sought to 
atone for his desertion of the mother, by 
kindness to the daughter, who was born in 
1806, of this secret marriage. This was 
Myra Clark. She was placed in charge of 
an intimate friend of Clark, Colonel. Davis, 
who raised and educated. her as his own 
daughter. - it was not until she had reached 
maturity that Mera discovered the secret of 
her history: Since then, as Mrs, Whitney 
and as Mrs. Gaines, she has prosecuted her 
claim to the property of Daniel Clark, as bis 
lawful heir, with a zeal, earnestness and en- 
ergy, whieh have rarely been equalled in the 
anna's of litigation. The difficulty has been 
to established the marriage between Zulime 
and Daniel Clark. Certainly, a mystery 
has long hung over this case, which only the 
dead could rise from their graves and satis- 
factorily determine. 

The once lovely Zulime, passing through 
so many reverses and misfortunes, returned, 
in her old age, to New-Orleans—-her old 
home--and passed a peaceful and happy 
life, in the family of her son, respected and 
beloved for her many virtues. She died at 
the age of seventy-eight, the youngest of 
her family-—two of her sisters having attain~ 
ed their ninetieth year-—a longevity com- 
mon to the old inhabitants of Louisiana, and 
particularly of those born on our sea-coast,

WASHINGTON’S FAREWELL TO 
HIS ARMY. 

New York had been occupied by Wash- 
ington on the 25th of November, A few 
days a'terwards, he notified tre President 
of Congress—which body was theh in_ses- 
sion at Annapolis, in Maryland—that as the 
war had now closed, he should consider it 
his duty to proceed thence and surrender to 
that body the commission which he had re- 
ceived from them seven years before, 


The morning of the 2d of December, 17- 
73 was asad and heavy one to the remnant 
of the American army in’ the city of New 
York. ‘The noon of that day was to witness 
the farewell of Washington—he was to bid 
adieu to his military comrades forever. The 
officers whe had been with him in solemn 
council, the private who fought and bled in 
the “heavy fight,” under his orders, were 
to hear his commands nolonger. The man- 
ly foruy and -dignified countenance of the 
“ great captain” was henceforth to live in 
their memories. 

As the hour of noon approached the whole 
garrison at the request of Washington him- 
self, was put in motion, and marched down 
Broad street to Francis’ tavern, his head- 
quarters. He wished to take leave of pri- 
vate suldiers alike with the officers, and bid 
them all adieu. His favorite light infantry 
were drawn upina line facing inwards, 
through Pearl street, to the foot of White- 
hall, where a barge was in readiness to con- 
vev,him to Powel’s Hook. 

Within the dining room of the tavern were 
gathered the Generals and field officers to 
take their farewell. 

Assembled there were Knox, Greene, Clin- 
ton, Steuben, Gates, and others, who had 
served with him faithfully and truly in the 
“ tented field; ” but alas! where were oth- 
ers that had entered the war with him seven 
years before? Their bones erumbled in the 
soil from Canada to Georgia. Montgome- 
ry had yielded up his life at Quebec, Woost- 
er fell at Danbury, Woodhull was barbarous- 
ly murdered while a prisoner at the battle en 
Long Istand; and Mercer tell mortally 
wounded at Prineeton ; the brave and ehiv- 
alric Laarens, after displaying the most he- 
roic courage in the trenehes of Yorktown, 
died in a trifling skirmish in South Carolina; 
the brave but eccentric l.ee wag.no longer 
living, and Putnam like a helpless child was 
stretched upon a bed of sickness. Indeed, 
the battle field-and time -had thinned the 
ranks which entered with him the conflict of 


Independence. 

Washington entered the room—the hour 
of separation had come. As he raised his 
eye and glanced on the faces of those assen- 
bled, 2 tear coursed down his check, & his 
voice was tremulous ashe saluted them. 
Nor was healone. Men “ albeit, unused to 
the melting mood,” stood around him, whose 
uplifted hands to cover their brows, told 
that the tear, which they in vain attempted to 
conceal, bespoke the anguish they could not 
hide. 

After a moments conversation, Washing- 
ton called for a glass: of wine.” It was 
brought him. Turning to the officers, he thus 
addressed them: 

* With a heart full of love and gratitude, 
I now take my final leave of you. I most 
devotedly wish your latter days may be as 
prosperous and happy as your former ones 
have been glorious and honorable.” He 


then raised the glass to his lips, and added, 
«I cannot come to each of you to take my 


leave, but shall be obliged to you if each of 
you will take meby the hand.” 

General Knox, who stood nearest, burst 
into tears, and advanced, incapable of utter- 
ance, Washington grasped him by the 
hand, and embraced him. The other offi- 
cers came up successively and took an af- 
fectionate leave. No words were spoken 
but all was the “silent el oquence of 
tears.” What were mere words at such a 
scene? Nothing. It was the feeling of the 
heart thrilling though unspoken. 

Wher the last officer had embraced him, 
Washington left the room, followed by his 
comrades, and passed through the line of 
light infantry. His step was slow and meas- 
ured, his head uncovered, and tears flowing 
thick and fast, as he looked from side to side 
at the veteransto whomhe now’ bid adieu 
forever. Shortly an event. occurred njore 
touching than all the rest. <A gigantic’ sol- 
dier who: had stood by his side at Tren- 
ton stepped forth from the ranks and exten- 
ded his hand. : 

“Farewell my beloved General, farewell.” 

Washington grasped his hand, in conyvul- 
sive emotion in both ofhis. All disciplinewas 
now at end. The officers could not restrain the 
men as they rushed forward to take Wash- 
ington by the hand, and the violent sobs and 
tears of the soldiers told how deeply engrav- 
ed upon their affections was the love of their 
commander. | 

At the first stroke of the oars he rose, and 
turning to the companions of his glory, by 
waving his hat, bade them a silent adieu. 
Their answer was only in tears ; and the of- 
ficers andthe men with glistening eyes 
watched the receding boat till the form of 
their noble commander was lost sight of in 
the distance.

A MODERN CINCINNATUS. 

In along and pleasant conversation re- 
cently with a distinguished friend, whose 
mind is rich with the recollections of the 
past, we gathered many incidents, not the 
least interesting of whiclf was the following :

“ David R. Williams, he’s our man-—he’ . 
the man,” they all exclaimed, as they began 
to scatter to tell the news, 

The day of election came on, and General 
Williams was elected by a large vote. A 
messenger was at once despatched with a 
carefully prepared letter to inform the Gen. 
of his election, request his acceptance, and 
hoping he would name the day on which he 
would take the oath of office. After a long 
hard ride, the messenger stopped at the 
General’s residence, in Marlborough District, 
we believe, and inquired if he was in, He 
was told that Mr.’ Williams was over at his 
plantation.

The 
messenger returned. 

On the appointed day, a few minutes be- 
fore twelve o’cluck, a man dressed in home 
spun, and on horseback, rode iu town ; hitch- 
ing his animal toa tree, he made bis way to 
the capitol, where he found a brilliant con- 
course of people. But few knew him per- 
sonally; but there was something command- 
ing about him. He took his seat in a va- 
cantchair; and when the clock in front of 
the Speaker had struck the hour of twelve, 
the General arose, and delivered the most 
masterly speech that had ever been delivered 
there on any former occasion. ‘The farmer- 
stateman entirely electrified the assembly. 
He made an excellent Governor. 

This thing conveys a beautiful idea: Here 
was a farmer elected ; he accepted, and from 
the plough went to the Governor’s office to 
preside, in a stormy crisis, over the destiny 
of a sovereign State. Long live his memo.

Capt. Ingraham and the Presidency. 

A few months ago anu obscure individual made 
a peremptory demand of an Austrian vessel, and 
for this single act, which any brave maw how- 
ever deficient in other respects, could have per 
formed, he has been heralded to the world as 
@ proper person for the rext Presidency. This 
fact in itself considered, 1s perhaps one of little 
importance, as theré is no probability that the 
good sense of our people will permit the con- 
summation of a notion so palpably absurd and 
rediculous. It is, however, both important and 
interesting when we view it as the practical 
manifestation of a spirit which has for a time 
seemed to be theruling genius of our country. 
Under its influence in 1840, Gen. Harrison was 
sung into the Presidency. In 1848, it caysed 
the fighting, rough and ready character of 
Gen. Taytor to triumph over the statesman- 
ship‘of Cass, and in 1852 it secured for Gen 
Scott the nomination of the Whig party. It is 
in fact an exhibition on a larger scale of the 
same spirit, which binds the reckless mob to 
its noisy leader, or makes a party of schoolboys 
idolize their fighting hero. 

~ This lionizing disposition so prevalent in our 
Government, is an evil greatly to be deplored by 
the reflecting portion of our people. It is not 


-ouly highly unbecoming the character and dig- 


nity of a nation, that holds the first rank among 
the powers of the earth, but it is well calcula- 


|'ted to produce resalts which are greatly inju- 


‘rious to our growth and progress. To this 
spirit, more than to any other one cause, is to 
be attributed the lamentable -fact, that none of 
our great men of late times can be elevated to 
the Chief-Magistracy of our Republic. The 
minds of the people are so filled upand carried 
away with the chivalric feats which Young 
America is continually performing, that they 
are really unable to see and appreciate the quiet 
but more substantial qualifications of men, 
whose merit makes them worthy of the bonor 
and responsibility of the highest offices in their 
bestowal. Cstnoun, Cay, and WEBSTER spent 
their long lives in honest and devoted service 
to their country, and yet neither of them was 
ever permitted to enjoy its highest honors.— 
Throughout their lives, they exhibited the great~ 
est learning and power as Statesmen, they 
wrote books that form splendid and enduring 
‘monuments of their genius, and- abové. all, the 
strictest honesty adorned the efforts of their 
mighty minds; still they were invessantly 
crowdéd out by some man who had been the 
hero of a battle-field, or had chased an Indian 
from his- haunts of treachery and cruelty.— 
Nor are things at all changed now. The talents 
and attainments of such men as Marcy and 
EvEREtTT, who are the stays of the nation at 
home and who give it honor abroad, are allow- 
ed to pass unnoticed by the masses of the peo- 
ple, while they take up and laud to the skies a 
man, whom the slightest cireumstance has made 
the hero of a day or of an hoar. 

We are not surprised, however, to find sueh 
a state of things existing. It proceeds direetly 
from the fixéd and settled policy of our Gov-

And 
when this is:the case, they. will certainly com- 
mend such actions as accord with this grasping 
policy, and honor such men as perform them, 
to the exclusion of those who are.more worthy 
of honor, but less fond of the fuss and propa- 
gandism which is at present so much in vogue. 
If any evil is to be apprehended to our Govern- 


| ment from this source, itis in this way. There 


is little danger that we will be involved in dif- 
ficulties from any improper interference with 
the affairs of other nations. The terrors of 
war will make our rulers guard carefully 
against any thing of this kind. But there is 
danger that such a tendency in the Govern- 
ment will have a bad effect on its internal or- 
ganization. Itis apt to divert the minds of the 
‘people from those things which should be the 
true objeet of a nations pursuit. It is apt to 
give rise to a fanatical public sentiment and to 
an improper discrimination in the selection of 
officers. These are evils of % most serious na- 
ture, and evils, too, which must be produced, if 
our Government persists in the policy which has 


of late marked its operations. *% 


Court Week. 

The Court of Sessions and Common Pleas 
for this District, commenced its Fall Term on 
Monday last, bringing in its train the usual 
Court-week accompaniments of crowded streets, 
hurried business, noise and confusion, but to us 
the pleasure withal of greeting friends from 
abroad and interchanging a few random 
thoughts and reflections upon matters and 
things in general. 

The docket presented but a meagre array of 
cases, and among them no one of any special 
public interest. In the Sessions there were 
but three convictions—all for Retailing—two of 
the defendants pleading guilty, Three indict- 
ments only were given out by the Solicitor, 
upon all of which the Grand Jury found “ No 
Bill’—thus completely ousting our friend the 
Solicitor of all claim on the attention of the 
Court. 

His Honor, Judge WitHeErs, burried through 

the dockets with something more than Railroad 
velocity, completing the routine of the week in 
two days! It may, however, be a matter of 
very grave doubt whether the public interests 
are subserved or the ends of justice attained by 
this summary disposition of cases. The dockets 
may be cleaned and the business all disposed 
of for the present, only however to come up 
again at the next term and await the more 
patient attention of the succeeding Judge. It 
is utterly impossible for a Lawyer to retain his 
witnesses at his elbow, so as to anneunce him- 
self ready for trial immediately when his case 
is culled ; and it is but poorly furthering. the 
ends of justice to force him, when. thus unfor- 
tunately situated, to the alternative.of going to 
trial unprepared or submitting to a continuance 
of his case. 
Tho Court was held in the mew Court House, 
and we have heard expressed a very general 
satisfaction with the new building. The Court 
Room is ample, and we think, well arranged. 
The loeation is the only objectionable feature 
about it, It 1sso much out of town, that Law- 
yers and suitors must ever be subjeeted to the 
annoyance of absent witnesses; and we are 
mistaken if the Lawyers will not ultimately have 
toresort to the expedient of retaining messen- 
gers to aid them in making themselves ready 
for trial. Tne old custom of ‘calling’ witnesses 
will prove wholly useless. 


We would be glad, it we had space, to ad- 
vert to the Report of the Grand Jury, and to

While every good citizen, who has at 
heart the prosperity of the State and her 
cherished institutions, would, with sleepless 
vigilance, guard against the nefarious intempe- 
rence of abolitionists with our slaves, he shew- 
ed how much greater the real danger and ex- 
perienced evils we have actually to contend 
with, in the secret and unlawful access our 
slaves have to these fountains of corruption. 


After this address, the schoo] sang some tem- 
perance odes prepared for the occasion; then 
Capt. Hugh Gibson, entertained the audience 
with some spirited remarks on the same sub- 
ject, which I cannot describe, and which to ap- 
preciate, you must hear for yourself. This 
whole school is enlisted in the good eause. It 
was impossible for the gravest among us to -re- 
sist the general feeling, as peel after peel of 
laughter rung through that hall, while the 
Capt. wasdealing about in every direction his 
humorous but well aimed blows at intemperance. 
Thirty-three additional names were added to 
the Total Abstinence Pledge. This was the 
second meeting of the Blackstocks Tempe- 
rance Society, since its organization. In all, 
upwards of sixty have signed the pledge.

Epirors: I have give your letter heni 
an American Cotton Merchant” in Liverpool, in 
to~day’s paper, a hurried reading, and its rea- 
soning appears to me to present some im nt 
inconsistences, viz‘ It conveys the idea that 
if it costs a family all it earns to buy food (at 
the advanced rates,) that family will have noth 
ing left with which to purchase clothing ; and 
hence, a lessening consumption of Cotton. And 
then the manufacture is in great danger of be- 
ing cut off by ‘‘a general turn out throughout 
the country of Lancashire.” Now! cannot see 
the consistency of these two things.

I think your Liverpvol letter was written,| ~ 
not so much with a view to make us perfectly 
and safely enhghtened in regard to our cotton 
interest, as to cater for the advantage of .the 
Manchester spinners, who always complain 
when bur planters make a little money as pro- 
ducers, and they, (the Manchester men,) do 
not reap the-whole profit from a production of 
which the United States hold almost the monopo- 
ly of the world; and England is- dependent 
upon us for its commercial and manufacturing 
existence more than, I had almost said, every 
other article either of her own products or im- 
ports put together. It is, moreover, the great 
regulator of our foreign commerce and ex- 
changes, and, assueh, entitled to more conside- 
ration than the financial interests of this eoun- 
try have ever seemed to consider or bestow 
upon it. 

In all my experience in cotton, it never was 
as well managed in the United States as last 
year. The value of the crop was decided and 
settled in the large Southern markets, near 
the fields of production, where it justly be- 
longs, and I hope the result of last yeur may 
have taught our planters and their factors that 
it isas fairly in their hands to fix the value, and 
it is far cheaper to sacrifice what may, at times, 
be the excess of a superabundaunt crop, than 
place themselves wholly at the tender mercies 
of Manchester, by which they have suffered so 
much, and for so mapy years.
